EXPLAINS PROCEDURE FOR 
SALVAGE OF WASTE MATERIALS 

Major R. E. Baggs of the Salvation Army, who is in charge 
of the Salvage for Victory campaign In this area, announced 
today that he is well satisfied with the progress of the cam- 
paign to date. There are some rough edges to be smoothed 
off, he said, and then everything will be functioning properly. 

Speaking before the Narberth Woman's Club on Tuesday 
the supervisor gave an object lesson in the preparation " of 
waste paper. He showed how a pile of cardboard boxes, 
similar to those found in any Main Line home in the course of 
a week, could be reduced from a height of 14 inches to only 
one and a half inches in height. 

Space in the trucks of all the salvaging agencies is limited 
and therefore all cartons and cardboard boxes must be broken 
down and tied together. 

Newspapers should be piled separately and tied together. 

Rubber and metal of ail kinds should be kept in separate 
piles and bagged in different bags. 

Scrap paper is the bugaboo of all collectors, Major Baggs 
declared; however, it must be salvaged because it is vitally 
important to the winning of the war. It should be clean scrap 
and should not contain any meaty substance nor broken glass 
or tin cans. Then it should be packed tightly into paper or 
burlap bags ready to carry to the trucks. 

All paper, rubber, metal, old clothing, rags and furniture 
should be saved. The Salvation Army trucks make regular stops 
at all Main Line communities. Mrs. G. E. Kershaw in the Council 
of Defense office in the Township Building, Ardmore, will furnish 
information concerning the dates for collection in the various 
boroughs. The Philadelphia office phone number is Manayunk 
3340. A call to this number or to Mrs. Kershaw, at Ardmore 
3700, will bring the Red Shield truck to your home on its 
regular trip. Within 48 hours after your salvaged material is 
picked up by the Salvation Army truck that material is being 
converted into munitions or supplies. 



Rumor Lownes May 
Run for Assembly 

Codw qkft kr fs Sending 
Out Feelers for Sen- 
ate Post 

Political rumors were abroad this 
week that Magistrate Walter B 
Lownes, Jr., Gladwyne, will be a 
condidatc for the State Legisla- 
ture in the Republican Spring 
primary. 

Montgomery County sends five 
legislators to the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Harrisburg and the 
post for this section, the First 
Legislative District, is held by Lam- 
bert Cadwalader, also a Gladwyne 
resident. 

Two years ago Cadwalader 
squeaked through the primary by 
such a narrow margin that the out- 
come was in doubt until the early 
morning hours brought returns 
from Upper Merion Township, 
which is part of the First District. 
Another qualifying circumstance 
that failed to add to Cadwaladcr's 
political stature, was that his op- 
ponent, S. Edgar Downs, former 
Lower Merion school superinten- 
dent, spent most of his campaign- 
ing time in Florida during the con- 
test. 

When confronted with the rumors 
Magistrate Lownes had little com- 
ment to make. 

"Tliis is a matter for my friends 
to decide," he said. 

Sectional political leaders, most 
of whom thought it was too early 
to hazard guesses, predicted that 
because of Gladwyne's past behav- 
ior at the polls it was a foregone 
conclusion that Magistrate Lownes 
would receive solid backing in 
Gladwyne. 

Lownes, who has an office in 
Ardmore, won his nomination as 
candidate for magistrate in the Re- 
publican primary last September 
with east. He was elected, without 
Democratic opposition, in Novem- 
ber. 

Although comparatively young, 
Lownes' political strength has been 
- enhanced during the two years he 
,has held presidency of the Mont- 
gomery County Justice of the Peace 
Association. Following a consistent 
program for raising the ethical 
standards of the minor judiciary 
it was Magistrate Lownes who 
framed a code of correct judicial 
procedure antj established the first 
school for magistrates In Montgom- 
ery County. 

Cadwalader, who is attending a 
special session of the State Legis- 
lature, could not be reached re- 
garding his candidacy. Friends, 
however, said they doubted whether 
he was interested in returning to 
the Lower Legislative House as 
feelers have been put out in his 
behalf as a candidate for the State 
Senate. The position of state 
Senator is held by Franklin Spenc- 
cr Edmonds, who,, undoubtedly , will

Ordered Any Time 

Smith Warns Residents 
To Prepare Refuge 
Rooms 

"All citizens should note serious- 
ly the possibility of extended black- 
outs and the need for properly 
and permanently preparing win- 
dows, doors and refuge rooms as 
given in the blackout regulations 
recently distributed," Dr. Howard 
Wayne Smith, executive director 
of the Council of Defense, 6»id 
Tuesday in a warning to the resi- 
dents of Lower Merion Township. 

Great importance is being at- 
tached to these precautionary 
measures by Defense headquarters 
following an Important communlca- 



tehse. In it* Brigadier' Qenera] 
John C. McDonnell, commanding 
First Interceptor Command, New 
York City, is quoted as saying, 
"Orders for blackout will be issued 
by Interceptor Regional Headquar- 
ters through Information and Fil- 
ter Centers to District Warning 
Centers. Blackouts may be ordered 
at any time. The Civil Air Raid 
Warning equipment will be used 
for disseminating such orders." 

Further clarification of these in- 
structions by Major Sharon T. Mc- 
Closkey, assistant director of the 
Third Civilian Defense Region, 
state that "A blackout may be de- 
sired by the Army at such a time 
when there is no knowledge by 
them of any particular area about 
to be raided, but they have knowl- 
edge of an enemy known to be in 
a position to raid a general area. 
In other words, a general area 
may be blacked out by the Army 
hours, or even days, before the 
raiding objective of an approach- 
ing enemy can be determined.

As a means of strengthening our 
first line of defense by emphasizing 
child Health Mrs. C. Arley Farmer, 
chairman of the Public Welfare 
Committee of the Narberth Wom- 
en's Community Club, has an- 
nounced the beginning of a vital 
health campaign for Narberth. 

This essential program is planned 
in compliance with President Roose- 
velt's proclamation in which he 
set aside May 1 as Child Health 
Day. The proclamation reads as 
follows: 

"Now, therefore, I. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. President of the United 
States of America, In recognition 
of the vital importance of the 
health of children to the strength 
of the Nation, do hereby deslgnat: 
the first day of May of this year 
as Child Health Day." 

"And I call upon the people :n 
each of our communities to con- 
tribute to the conservation of 
child health and the reduction of 
illness among children by exerting 
every effort to the end that befofj 
May Day, child health day, chil- 
dren over nine months of age bj 
Immunized against diphtheria and 
smallpox, the two diseases for 
which we have the surest means of 
prevention." 

Edith W. Unruh R.N., Narberth'a 
public health nurse, has already 
initiated this health program by a 
talk to the Italian-American Civic 
Citizens Association on Thursday, 
February 12. Miss Unruh will also 
speak to the women's organisations 
of all the churches and other civic 
groups on maintaining adequate 
health standards for wartime.

In both of these cases we seem 
to recall that the ball was hover- 
ing around the rim and in both 
cases the cords had been given 
quite a tug. They were clearly 
cases of interference as designated 
In the rules. 

The incident at Allentown 
was tainted because of the 
doubt existing as to whether 
or not the ball was anywhere 
near the rim. And there is a 
difference of opinion as to 
whether Evans merely touched 
the cords or got his hand 
caught and tugged at them. 

* * * 

Anderson Isn't Bitter 

Coach Bill Anderson wasn't toe 
pleased with the officiating, but 
he wasn't bitter and he shrugged 
off the "gift goal" as one of those 
things. 

"It certainly wasn't a nice way 
to lose a ball game." he said aftei 
the excitement had died down. "It 
was just unfortunate. We didn't 
get any of the breaks. Bui I don't 
feel too badly about it. Above all 
I wanted to make a good showing 
I didn't want the game to cast any 
reflections on our league. After 
the way it turned out, Allentown 
couldn't have got much satisfaction 
out of the victory." 

What did he think about the in- 
terference ruling? 

"We didn't know what he was 
calling. Evans touched the cord? 
I Til right but he certainly didn't 
interfere wTlh the shot or have 
anything to do with it not drop- 
ping into the basket. As far as 1 
can recall, the hall hadn't even 
reached the basket— the shot was 
taken fairly well out on the side- 
when Evans leaped up and hit the 
cords. 

"Someone from the Allentown 
side— an usher I think— ran out on 
the floor and yelled to the ref that 
Evans had touched the basket. 
And that's when the referee called 
it without thinking twice. From 
where I sat I couldn't possibly 
see how he could have ruled inter- 
ference. It was just one of those 
breaks and there wasn't anything 
we could do about it. 

"There was no question about 
it costing us the game. It took 
the heart out of the boys. It., 
put us three points behind in- 
stead of one. If interference 
hadn't been called there is no . . 
telling what might have hap- . . 
pened," concluded Anderson.

Now The Boys Can Relax 
While everyone hated to see the 
streak come to an end. it's the 
general belief that the defeat, es- 
pecially under the unusual circum- 
stances, will do Lower Merion a 
world of good. 

The pressure from maintaining 
a streak is gone. The boys will 
be able to relax and play better 
ball. At the same time the defeat 
proved to their satisfaction that 
Allentown isn't any stronger than 
they are and that in a returr 
game the outcome probably would 
be reversed with interest. 

Allentown is one of the strong- 
est teams in the East. It seldom 
if ever loses on its home court 
ThRt Lower Merion was able' to 
make such a fine showing wa? 
evidence that the Main Liners 
even weakened as they are bv the 
loss of Bill Koehler. will rate an 
even chance with the state's top 
quintets when the state P.I.A.A 
tournament gets underway next 
month. 

And that's what we've all 
been wanting to know.

time is shown to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner to be due to 
reasonable cause and not to willful 
neglect. 

The amount to be added to the 
tax is 5 percent if the failure is 
for more than thirty days, with an 
additional 5 percent for each addi 
lional thirty days or fraction thereof 
during which failure to file a return 
continues, not to exceed 25 percen: 
in the aggregate. 

A taxpayer who files a tardy re- 
turn and wishes to avoid the addi- 
tion to the tax for delinquency musl 
make an affirmative showing of all 
facts, alleged as a reasonable cause 
for failure to file the return on time, 
in the form of an affidavit which 
should be attached to the return. 
Alleged ignorance of the law does 
not constitute reasonable cause for 
delinquency. 

Taxpayers should make every 
effort to file their returns within 
the time prescribed by law and 
thus avoid Uie possibility of the 
additions to the tax for delinquency 
1:1 filing returns. 

Do not forget that single person 1 ; 
or married persons not living with 
husband or wife, who earn as much 
cs $14.43 a week for the 52 weeks 
of the ye.ir. and married persons 
living together who have aggregate 
earnings of as much as $28.85 a 
week for the year, are required to 
fue returns.
